Chromium Mtcrl, 

It is the, opinion, of many metollur. 
Kisis und chemists that-chromium idccl 
has an Important future before It, nnd 
that the special question of steel alleys 
or combinations will bo found to pos- 
sess no little practical Importance to 
tho world at large, us perhaps the 
me nil s of eventually enabling engi- 
neer*, to design and carry out works of 
magnitude not ut present possible It 
Is believed, however, that the use of 
chromium as nn addition to cast Iron, 
In any extensive application, Is nut 
u lining tho probabilities; thai Is, It 
confers hardness, not per ho, hut owing 
to thu property It possesses of driving 
thu carbon present into tho combined 
form, yueceiisf tit results hnvo ensued 
with a basis of good wrought iron 
acntfi, showing small percentages of 
sulphur und phosphorus, lo this being 
added vnrylng- quantities of ferro- 
ehroniium containing per cent, of 
carbon and tin per cent, of chromium. 
Hut the manufacture of these alloys is 
not cnsy.owlng to the refractory nature 
of thu rich form-chromium,' null pieces 
of the Intler como out of tha crucibles 
nnuicltcd. though subjected toaevernl 
hours of tho most Intense heat In tho 
crucible, furnace: If tho temperature I* 
allowed to diminish, oven for a short 
time, the contents of tho crucible are 
liable to become ' solidified.
